BONE OF CONTENTION 


We are neither dismayed n»*r disturbed 
that the anti-Comniunist spotlight has fin- 
used on the newspaper profession, and that 
it shows that Communists infiltrated into 
it during the '30s and Ids. 
It was i>erfeetlv natural for tile Commun­ 
ists to concentmte on the fields of enter­ 
tainment. information and education. That 
was the quick, tile effective way to reach 
the masses with their message. 
So they took jos in the book publishing 
houses, they became ai tors. directors and 
screen writers; thee wrote magazine arti­ 
cles. and thee Itecame critics. 
Perhaps on­ 
ly one sentence in a whole book or play 
carried the Commie line. That was enough 
for the American Polit lain*. The seed had 
I*een sown. 
Ami if the whole Uwk or the whole movie 


w as sympathetic to tile cause of the Krem­ 
lin. why no much the latter. 
Certainly the Communists 
would 
not 
spare the newspaper industry, 
In fact, in 
view of the press’ role in giving the people 
the facts on which to I ta se their opinions, it 
is reasonable to lielieve that the Commun­ 
ists concentrated the hardest on newspaj)- 
ers. 
The current Senate hearings show that 
the Commies made their inroads. 
We're sorry that these hearings didn't 


take place earlier. 
The role of the Comm­ 
unists in the newspaper field should lie ex­ 
isted as thoroughly as the role of the Com­ 
munists in any other field. 
In the newspaf>er profession, as any­ 
where else, we can fight them latter if we 
know how they operate. 


Civil Defense Here, Else 
As Our Outmoded 


“ The foniro»'**ion is convinced that Civil 
Defense is a national responsibility."

"lf any one city, any one 
county fails to act. . . " we would say, 
We're thankful for small favors.

Civil Defense is more a thing of sulo 
s ta nee as it is here ami not just a shadow 
we have in many areas. 


But, along with other Americans, we 
have come to know that what is wrong with 
our present Civil Defense programs starts 
right at Washington. Our federal law un-

der which it operate* is hiqielessly out of 
date. 
It was designed to provide a defense 
only against attack from la»n»l»s like those 
first A-bombs we drop lied in the last days 
of World War ll. 
Terrible aa they were, 
they’ve lieen overwhelmingly shrouded by 
the new H-bombs. 


The commission, first profaned by Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower and authorized by Con­ 
gress, spells all of this out anew in on* 
set lion of its far-ranging report, made pul>- 
Itc this week. 
It calls for immediate revision of the Civ­ 
il Defense law. with the federal government 
assuming the responsibility and prov iding 
the money.
